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City’s New Zoning Law is Largely Up To 


Mr. and Mrs. Uplander; All Invited to Hearing 


The. much-discussed master zoning plan will 
become a law in Upland within a few months. 
What kind of a law it will be is umknown by 
anyone. It will be the result of cumulative 
thinking by many people. 

Members of the city planning commission 
have made a recommendation and it is this 
recommendation that will serve as a starting 
point in further revisions. The Upland city 
council will hold a public hearing tonight. Pur- 
pose of this hearing and other deliberations is 
to learn what Uplanders want in land-use re- 
strictions. 

It has not been the purpose of the city 
planners to recommend their own pet ideas or 
to go contrary to what they think is the wish 
of the majority. 

In the city hall is a huge map on which the 
proposed zones are indicated. The Upland 
News has published this map and has devoted 
many columns of Space in a discussion of the 
various provisions. Generally speaking, most 


Placing Communistic Curbs On 
School Teachers Essential 


The right of a publi¢ school teacher to be- 
long to any organization he wishes is a matter 
on which people are divided in their views. 

At least, some very, vefy loyal Americans 
and devout supporters of the Bill of Rights 
question the policy of placing prohibitions on 
teachers. Here in Upland some people contend 
that to place any prohibition on teachers takes 
away from them the long-guarded privilege of 
academic freedom. 

What happens when a teacher leans to- 
ward Communism, embraces the party and 
then enjoys the full privilege of his academic 
freedom? 

Leroy T. Herndon, a teacher in the Glen- 
dale schools, has been a member of the Com- 
munist party and now he is not. He speaks, 
therefore, from his experience as an in-and-out 
Communist. 

The hearings conducted by the Un-Amer- 
ican Activities committee provide interesting 
material for television viewers and for news- 
paper readers. This is what Mr. Herndon says 
on the subject of “Academic Freedom”; during 
his ce last week before the committee: 

“My conception of academic freedom is that 
a teacher should teach his subject to the best 
of his ability and use his intellect to teach the 
truth as he sees it. 

“The Communist teacher is not a free agent. 
When he joins the party he agrees to accept 
the directives of the party and is told what to 
think and how to think. He is not a free agent, 
intellectually or morally. 

“Where Communism is concerned, I don’t 
see how there can be a question of academic 
freedom.” 

The average citizen resents the idea of any- 
one being deprived of his liberties and in their 
spirit of freedom, our public school teachers 
im join anything and do anything they want 
°. 

Mr. Herndon’s views weigh heavily against 
that volicy. 

A-Communist party member must teach 
Communism. 

Academic freedom, of course, must to a 
point be protected but Mr. Herndon’s testimony 
is strong evidence against the idea of throw- 
ing open our classrooms to any and all per- 
sons.

Almost everyone is agreed that zoning is 
essential. City officials are agreed that zon- 
ing restrictions will be in accordance with pub- 
lic wishes—and what they think is best for all 
concerned. 

Everyone is invited to the public hearing to- 
night and to participate in the discussions. The 
News’ columns are also open to all persons who 
wish to comment on the proposal and to make 
suggestions. 

One of the city’s most important laws is in 
the making—and its contents are largely up to 
you, Mr. and Mrs. Uplander. 


46 Million Dollars Involved 
In Decision on Tidelands 


After many years of wrangling, a sensible 
settlement of the so-called tidelands contro- 
versy seems at hand. 

President Eisenhower's plan, as outlined by 
Secretary of the Interior Douglas McKay, is to 
restore to the states title to the submerged 
lands from their coasts to their historical bound- 
aries and to reserve for the federal government 
control of areas lying se award from those 
boundaries. ; 

It is worth noting that the proposed settle- 
ment does not “give” the submerged lands to 
the states but “restores” them. Therein lies the 
crux of the conflict, often obscured by the hue 
and cry raised over the valuable oil deposits in 
these lands. Obviously, oil companies can op- 
erate under lease with either or both the fed- 


eral and state governments but while owner- |. 


ship of the land has remained in violent contro- 
versy, oil exploration and development has 
virtually ceased. 

The real issue in the conflict has never been 
oil development but the federal government's 
attempt to confiscate property which hitherto 
always had been considered the rightful prop- 
erty of the individual states involved. 


Restoration of California's submerged lands | 


will not in itself be of benefit to the oil compan- 
ies, who lease them, but will be of immediate 
benefit to California to the extent of 46 million 
dollars of presently impounded royalties.

Lawn and In Upland Good Idea 


The White House lawn is going to be the 
scene of an Easter egg hunt and so is Upland.
